The  average  num- 
ber of  patients,  48  1-3,  Of  the  patients  admitted,  16  were  pay 
patients. 

The  average  time  of  residence  in  the  Hospital  was  1CU-  days. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  51,  making  7  18-100  per  cent,  of 
those  treated,  and  after  deducting  patients  admitted  in  a  dying 
condition  (9),  and  suffering  from  incurable  diseases  (95),  the 
proportion  of  deaths  amounts  to  2-3  per  cent. 

8  new  surgical  instruments  were  purchased,  and  12  books 
added  to  the  Hospital  Library. 

The  number  of  consultations  was  24.  and  276  operations  were 
performed,  33  of  which  were  capital  operations. 

The  whole  number  of  prescriptions  was  13,001,  at  a  cost  of 
$705.32,  making  an  average  of  5  1-5  cents  for  a  single  pre- 
scription.
